1. Claims 1-21 are pending for examination.

Invention Group II has separate utility such as distributing credits through a licensing 

system to a host computer system, associated with the said licensing system processing said 
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credits which can be used with an unauthorized use of a software product on a host computer ;

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
